Our investigation into the 
skyjacking 
story 
has 
pro­ 
d u c e d 
two startling 
dis­ 
coveries: 
-1. Several days before the 
multiple skyjackings, 
Israel 
tipped 
off 
U.S. 
authorities 
that (he Palestinian gu< rnllas 
might pull such a stunt to 
dramatize their cause and to 
upset the Middle East truce. 
2. The Secret Service uses 
electronic and ultra-violet de­ 
vices to prevent the smuggl­ 
ing of weapons or explosives 
aboard White House planes. If 
the airlines had been willing 
to take the same precautions, 
air 
piracy 
probably 
could 
have been stopped long ago. 
The Israeli warning called 
attention 
to 
the possibility 
t h a t 
Palestinian 
fanatics 
might attack or seize airlines 
belonging to Israel or the U.S. 
The Israelis correctly guessed 
that the Popular Front would 
be the most likely to attempt 
this kind of drama in the sky. 
The Popular Front is led by 
a 
fervent 
Christian 
Arab, 
George Habbash, who used to 
head a band of nuns before 
he took command of the guer­ 
rilla group. He is determined 
to block any Middle East set­ 
tlement that isn’t decided by 
Arab arms. The Israelis fig­ 
ured Habbash was desperate 
and daring enough to plan 
some skyjackings. 
A warning, therefore, was 
delivered to U.S. authorities 
and to Israel’s own airline, El 
Al. The U.S. unfortunately ig­ 
nored the warning. 
But El Al, thanks to the 
alert, not only thwarted one 
skyjacking attempt but bar­ 
red two suspicious passengers 
from another flight. The two 
men subsequently boarded a 
Pan 
American 
jumbo 
jet 
bound 
from 
Amsterdam 
to 
New York. 
Ihe Odd Couple 
Ei Al spotted the pair and 
alerted 
the 
control 
lower, 


which notified the Pan Am 
captain as he taxied the huge 
airliner into position for take­ 
off. He searched the two pas- 
s e n g e r s who, incidentally, 
carried Senegalese passports. 
He found nothing, apologized 
to them and roared down the 
runway. 


Less than 30 minutes after­ 
ward, the pair produced pis- 
t o 1 s 
and 
hand 
grenades, 
seized control of the jumbo 
jet and brought it down in 
Cairo. 
The guerrillas 
later 
blew up the $24 million plane. 


Clearly, 
the 
big 
airlines 
haven’t taken proper precau­ 
tions to protect their passen­ 
gers from air piracy. Until 
the recent skyjack drama, the 
airlines simply didn’t consider 
the risk worth all the trouble 
and expense. Experts have 
told this column that the air­ 
lines, 
if they had 
wished, 
could have stopped the sky­ 
jackings. 
Footnote: 
Perhaps George 
Habbash, himself, unintentio- 
aally has offered the solution 
to air piracy. Talking about 
Israel, he once said. 
“ We 
have to stand against who­ 
ever supoprts Israel economi­ 
cally. 
militarily, 
politically, 
ideologically.” 
Maybe the time has come 
for airline 
passengers 
and 
workers to stand against na­ 
tions which support skyjack­ 
ers. 
Passengers can refuse 
to fly on planes that go to 
these countries: airline em­ 
ployees can refuse to fly or 
service the planes. 
Cuba is the worst offender. 
Only three airlines — Rus- 
sia’s Aeroflot. Spain’s Iberia 
and Cuba’s own Cubana — fly 
into Havana. 
North 
Korea, 
which has also refused to deal 
with skyjackers, 
is 
served 
only by Aeroflot. 
In the Middle East, three 
countries have harbored air 
pirates — Egypt, Syria and 


Jordan — but Jordan probab­ 
ly is powerless. 
In the Middle East, Egypt 
and Syria have harbored air 
pirates. These countries are 
served by Air France, Air In­

Although the Soviet Union 
joined with other members of 
the U.N. Security Council last 
week to adopt a resolution ap­ 
pealing for the release of all 
passengers and crewmen who 
were hijacked by Arab guer­ 
rillas, 
a 
strange 
comment 
came out of Moscow on Sun­ 
day. It blamed Israel and the 
United States for creating the 
tensions that led to the seiz­ 
ure and destruction of the 
planes. 
The commentary, as pub­ 
lished in the official Soviet 
c o m m u n i s t 
newspaper, 
“Pravda,” declared that Is­ 
rael and “ some Western ca­ 
pitals” are using the hijack­ 
ings as a means of wrecking 
the Middle East peace talks. 
This 
is 
a 
curious 
devel­ 
opment, because the Soviet 
newspapers did not print com­ 
prehensive dispatches about 
the hijackings, but only brief 
items. The Soviet people did 
not get any details about the 
Guerrillas’ threats to kill pas­ 
sengers. The Russian news­ 
paper carried only two short 
news reports of the destruc­ 
tion of the three airplanes in 
Jordan and the explosion of 
the fourth at Cairo airport. 
The Russian people were re­ 
ally not told exactly what did 
happen and who was respon­ 
sible. 
Full Story Denied 
It is difficult to understand 
how 
four 
of the countries 
w h o s e 
citizens 
were 
hi­ 
jacked—namely, 
Great 
Bri­ 
tain, West Germany, Switzer- 
l a n d a n d t h e U n i t e d 
States—could be regarded as 
¿“sponsible for creating “ten­ 
sion” in the Middle East.” It 
is also puzzling just why the 
Soviet government should see 
fit to deny its people all the 
news about the hijackings, un­ 
less the belief was that the full 
story might prejudice the peo­ 
ple against the Arabs, on whose 
side of the Middle East dispute 
the Kremlin has been aligned. 
For there is no doubt that 
the acts of the Palestinian 
commandos 
aroused 
resent­ 
ment throughout the world 
and did more harm to the 
Arab 
cause 
than 
anything 
that has happened since the 
Middle 
East 
crisis 
began. 
When Israel announced ihe 
other day that it had taken 
about 4B0 
Palestinians into 
custody as a means of offsett­ 
ing the demands of the guer­ 
rillas and perhaps easing the 
way for a general release of 
all prisoners, there were few 
adverse comments made. 
But the task that now faces 
the five nations—Britan West 
Germany, 
Switzerland, 
the 
United States and Israel—in 
negotiating lor the release oi 


all captives is one that in­ 
volves passengers and crew 
members on three aircraft 
from those same countries. Of 
these, at least 38 have been 
identified as American citi­ 
zens. As long as Israel has 
450 hostages, it is not likely 
that force will be used by the 
Palestinian guerrillas against 
the prisoners they hold. 
What is most disappointing 
is the slowness with which the 
negotiations for the release of 
the prisoners are being car­ 
ried on. The United Nations 
has confined itself to an ap­ 
peal to “all parties concerned 
for the immediate release of 
all 
passengers 
and 
crews 
without exception” and to a 
call on all countries to take 
all possible legal steps against 
further hijackings. 
But 
the 
Palestinian 
rebels 
did 
not 
comply with the request of 
the 
Security 
Council, 
and 
more than than 50 persons 
are still being held. 
President Nixon has taken 
action to suspend airline serv­ 
ice to various countries which 
refuse to punish or extradite 
hijackers, and to arm airli­ 
ners with 
security 
guards. 
But the piracy which gave 
rise to the present clash be­ 
tween the Palestinians and 
five nations has not yet been 
resolved, and there are no 
signs that the U.N. has de­ 
cided to initiate any steps to 
organize a military force to 
secure the release of the hos­ 
tages. 
Veto May Be Used 
The news that the Soviet 
Union apparently is taking an 
unfriendly stand toward the 
solution of the controversy is 
an ominous development, and 
could mean that the veto of 
the Moscow Regime may be 
exercised 
in 
the 
Security 
Council to block further ac­ 
tion. If this turns out to be 
the case, then the members 
of the United Nations, who 
are permitted by the U.N. 
charter to take “collective ac­ 
tion,” can send their own for­ 
ces to the area in order to ob­ 
tain the release of the priso­ 
ners held in Jordan. 
It is hoped, however, the 
Soviet Union will not manifest 
an unfavorable attitude to­ 
ward measures to deal firmly 
with air piracy. Some dipl­ 
omats are predicting that ac­ 
tion by the Security Council 
can 
still 
be 
taken 
unani­ 
mously in order to establish a 
precedent that hijackings will 
be dealt with by force and pu­ 
nished through the military 
arm of the United Nations un- 
t e s s 
such 
acts 
are 
dis­ 
continued and air travel is 
once more free from inter­ 
ference. 


Inter­ 
vention of the hijackings anil 
the holding of hostages, it is 
not likely to improve in the 
days just ahead.

trump. Nothing as simple as 
4-3-2-1. He counted 6-4-3-2-1. This 
gave the 10 spot some definite 
value and while the method re­ 
quired lots of addition it was 
far better than honor count. 
Young Jacoby agreed to play 
the Reith count out of deference 
to his elderly partner. In 1929 
Jacoby used honor tricks as did 
almost every other expert. It 
wasn’t until 1932 that Jacoby 
got around to the use of point 
count and his successful expe­ 
rience with the Reith count in 
1929 had a lot to do with his 
early conversion. 
Today’s hand gave George a 
top score. With 23 Reith points 
he had an opening no-trump. 
With 18 points Jacoby could 
have jumped

City^Gains in Fight on Bar Nudity 
tii on 
Problem Referred 
To Congressman 


Seme time ago Action Line included an article 
relative to the problem of a recent arrival in Po­ 
mona who suffered financial loss—tragically, legally 
so — because of Interstate Commerce ( ommission 
(ICC) regulations on moving van firms, 
Fhe situation as you pictured it was disturbing to 
me and I took the liberty of clipping it out and 
sending it to our congressman, John H. Rousselot, 
with a notation that if such a situation were true it 
would seem high time that a second look be taken 
at some of our rules and regulations in this field. 
Certainly if we as the “establishment” are not 
willing to look objectively at some of our failings 
and inequities, then we shouldn’t complain too loud­ 
ly about some of the charges emanating from the 
current generation, some of it the radical left. 
Congressman 
Rousselot 
replied 
to 
my 
letter, 
agreeing that the incident described in Action Line 
was “indeed shocking,” and stating that he was for­ 
warding my letter and the column clip to the ICC 
chairman for an explanation of rules that went into 
effect June 1. 
Enclosed is the Sept. 8 letter from Mr. Rousselot 
and the attached reply he received from the ICC 
chairman.—R. S. 


Thank you for this correspondence and for the 
booklet of ICC regulations pertaining to carriers of 
household goods. We had attempted unsuccessfully 
to get a copy of these regulations from the ICC 
office in Los Angeles. 
In our earlier report on the shocking incident, 
which left left a family destitute, we stated that it took 
place in April, less than two months before n*w 
regulations—which would have protected it—went 
into effect on June 1. 
But to fully clarify the issue, we are quoting por­ 
tions of the letter from ICC Chairman George M. 
Stafford to Congressman Rousselot: 
“This April 1970 move was reportedly handled by 
an interstate motor carrier of household goods 
which tendered the shipment three days early and, 
because no one was at the destination point, placed 
the shipment in storage. Fhe householder was re­ 
quired to pay an additional charge for such storage. 
“ Prior to the adoption of new and revised regula­ 
tions 
governing*, the transportation 
of household 
goods in Ex Parte No. Mc-19 (Suh.-No. 8), Practices 
of Motor Common Carriers of Household Goods, 111 
M.C.C. 427, which became effective June 1, 1970, 
carriers were not prohibited from tendering a ship­ 
ment for delivery before the specified date. If the 
householder was unable to accent the shipment at 
the time of the tender, the carrier would place the 
shipment in storage at the householder’s expense.” 


In the case reported on by Action Line, this is 
exactly what happened—although the householder 
had been assured at the shipping point that it would 
not arrive earlier than the specified date. Unable to 
pay storage charges required to obtain delivery on 
that date, and forced to live in a furnished motel 
room financed with money saved to pay the moving 
van company, the family involved spent every cent 
it had so that redemption of the furniture and per­ 
sonal property became an impossibility. 
Meanwhile, an unfurnished house previously ren­ 
ted and the rent paid in advance, sat empty. If the 
family had been able to occupy the home, it could 
have set up a home-based enterprise it had former­ 
ly operated successfully in the state from which it 
moved. 
ICC’s Stafford continued: 
“To help the mover complete the move in the 
most efficient manner and to give the average 
householder the full protection of this commission, 
the new regulations (in effect June 1, 1970) provide 
in section 1056.12 that when the carrier tenders a 
shipment for final delivery more than 24 hours prior 
to the specified date, and the shipper or his repre­ 
sentative has not requested or concurred in such 
early delivery, the carrier may, at its option, place 
the shipment in storage for its own account and at 
its own expense in a warehouse in close proximity 
to the destination point of the shipment.” 
This new regulation, Action Line points out. still 
allows a householder’s goods to be delivered up to 
24 hours before the specified date or an interstate 
move. This could still work a far worse hardship on 
a householder, than might a law requiring delivery- 
on the specified date adversely affect an interstate 
carrier.

Walnut Planners Study 
Wcodside Village Plan 


WALNUT — The master plan 
for Woodside Village, a 2,300- 
acre development in West Co­ 
vina and Walnut, was unveiled 
to 
the 
planning 
commission 
Wednesday night. 


Ronald J. Sloan, project man­ 
ager for U Mart Inc., which 
owns the sprawling, hilly prop­ 
erty, gave a brief presentation 
to the planners and explained 
ihe company’s plans for the 1,- 
150 acres of “The Village” in 
Walnut. 


Sloan invited the commission 
to take a tour of the proposed 
development so that members 
could relate the topography with 
the master plan. 
The commission adjourned its 
meeting to Saturday, Sept. 26 at 
9 a.m. for the guided tour. 
Sloan 
told 
the 
commission 
that he has already met with 
the city staff and discussed the 
master plan. 
He said that development has 
already started in West Covina, 
and that the company already 
has $2 million in contracts. 
Woodside Village will consist 
of 
apartments, 
patio 
houses, 
courtyard houses, and homes on 
one-acre plots, depending on the 
topography. 
Sloan explained that 
devel­ 
opers are crying for a new type 
of density in order to get as 
much home on as small a lot as 
possible. 
He said the planned 25 units 
per lot in West Covina were re­ 
sulting in 18 to 19 units per 
acre. 
“ In order to get started, we 
would ask for 10 different zone 
changes,” he said, and “so we 
are lcoking for vehicles to get 
our zoning.” 


As an example of the devel­ 
opment Sloan noted the patio, 
c o u r t y a r d concept with a 
swimming pool in the frontyard 
setback. 
“As soon as Nogales Street is 
pul all the way through, we 
would 
like 
to 
get 
started,” 
Sloan said. 
U Mart closed escrow 
last 
September in buying the land 
from Home Savings and Loan, 
and first submitted the master 


plan to West Covina in May of 
this year. 
The company’s holdings are 
generally from Lemon Avenue 
in Walnut to Azusa Avenue in 
West Covina, and the westerly 
extension of Temple Avenue in 
the north to La Puente Road 
and Valley Blvd. in the south. 
“ Here you have the opportun­ 
ity to totally develop half of 2,- 
300 acres,” Sloan told the com­ 
mission.

Pomona’s

against the nude and seminude 
entertainment featured in some 
bars is no longer a losing one 
because of two developments. 


B e c a u s e of these devel­ 
opments City Attorney Robert 
Gustaveson has given the police 
department the go-ahead to ar­ 
rest topless and bottomless dan­ 
cers. 
Asst, 
Police 
Chief 
Donald 
Burke today said police officers 
called to such bars for any rea­ 
son would mat ° arrests if they 
witness violations. 
Gustaveson actually gave the 
department the green light to 
make arrests as of Wednesday 
night, but none were made at 
either of Pomona's two estab­ 
lishments featuring nude dan­ 
cing. 
The office of Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan announced Wednesday 
that he has signed a bill allow­ 
ing district attorneys to prose­ 
cute bottomless and tonless per- 
f o r m e r s under antiobscenity 
laws. 
Earlier, the appellate depart­ 
ment of the Los Angeles Super­ 
ior Court overruled a May 5 de­ 
cision 
of 
Pomona 
Municipal 
Court Judge Norman Vroman 
holding that a Pomona ordi­ 
nance prohibiting nude shows in 
bars and other public places 
was unconstitutional. 
T h e 
memorandum opinion 
and judgment, signed by Pre­ 
siding Judge James Whyte and 
mother iudge, thus backed the 
argument developed after ex­ 
tensive research bv Gustaveson. 


Oregon Decision 


Gustaveson’s contention was 
that when nudity is employed 
as sales promotion in bars and 
restaurants, it is conduct — as 
opposed to an expression of art 
— and as such, the nudity of 
emploves is a subject fit for 
governmental regulation, based 
on a 1969 decision of the Oregon 
Supreme Court. 
The city attorney 
appealed 
Vroman’s ruling which affected 
18 defendants. The appellate de­ 
partment 
reversed 
the 
judg­ 
ments of dismissal and asked 
that the defendants plead to the 
complaints. 
To Gustaveson’s 
knowledge, 
the ruling is the second time an 
appellate department of a su­ 
perior court has upheld such an 
ordinance, and it may well be a 
landmark decision, said the city 
attorney. 
The recent court action thus 
reversed what had 
been 
Po­ 
mona’s 
losing 
battle 
against 
topless and bottomless places. 
Two years ago, the city gave 
up — after unfavorable court 
decisions — trying to enforce a 
1967 ordinance which imposed 


four conditions on the running 
of topless bars. 
The conditions limited topless 
‘•hows to certain hours, banned 
serving of alcoholic beverages 
during the 
performances, 
re­ 
quired patrons to be seated 10 
feet or more from the dancers, 
and limited topless signs to one 
square foot. 
Last January, the City Coun­ 
cil 
instructed 
Gustaveson 
to 
draft another ordinance against 
topless and 
bottomless enter­ 
tainment. 
The ordinance, 
which 
went 
into effect 
in 
March, 
makes 
nudity illegal “while participat­ 
ing in any live act; 
demon­ 
stration or exhibition 
in 
any 
public place, place open to the 
public, or place open to public 
view, or while serving food or 
drink or both to any customer.” 
Exceptions are theaters, con­ 
cert halls or other establish­ 
ments 
primarily 
devoted 
to 
theatrical 
performances 
and 
acts already covered by state 
laws. 


Standards Extended 


The new state law, drafted by 
the state attorney general’s of­ 
fice, 
extends 
obscenity 
stan­ 
dards for written matter, photo­ 
graphs and films to cover live 
performance. 
Gustaveson instructed the po­ 
lice department to make the ap­ 
propriate arrests following the 
appellate department’s decision, 
which an appeals courts has re­ 
fused to review. 
T h e 
appellate 
department 
memorandum 
opinion said 
it 
was clear the trial judge took 
the position taken bv the State 
Supreme Court in 1968 when it 
ruled that nude dancing was an 
expression of free speech and 
that that concluded the matter. 
“While we are bound by the 
State Supreme Court’s determi­ 
nation that dancing is a form of 
expression and thereby enjoys 
some of the protection of free 
speech, we must also recognize 
that other conduct likewise may 
be a form of expression, (for 
example), 
the 
burning 
of 
a 
draft card or a punch in the 
nose.” 
“Where 
communication 
by 
conduct vs involved, the validity 
of regulation depends upon a 
balancing process: the weighing 
of the interest of the state in 
suppressing or regulating 
the 
questioned conduct as against 
the opposing interest in the in­ 
terchange of ideas. 
“We feel as did the Supreme 
Court of Oregon, ‘when nudity 
is employed us sales promotion 
in bars and resturants, nudity 
is 
conduct. 
As 
conduct, 
the 
nuditv of employees is as fit a 
subject for governmental regu­ 
lation as is the licensing of the 
liquor dispensaries and the fix­ 
ing of their closing hours."

Layoffs, Planned Parenthood Blamed 
Area Schools Enrollment Reported Down

A downtrend in sthuol enroll­ 
ment was reported today by 
school districts in the Pomona 
area. Educators blamed it on 
layoffs and planned parenthood. 
Even though students in the 
Chino, Walnut, La Verne and 
San Dimas areas bucked the 
trend, the drop was noticeable 
in the larger districts. 
Pomona was down, and so 
were 
Ontario, 
Montclair 
and 
Claremont. 
But in evc?ry case, regardless 
of the loss or gain in enroll­ 
ment, attendance in kindergar­ 
ten classes was reported down. 


Educators claimed this probab­ 
ly was the effect of “planned 
p^t nihood” 
uid 
a 
trend 
in­ 
ward smaller families. 
Claremont Worst 
Hardest hit was Claremont 
where for the second nme in a 
row, the school district enroll­ 
ment was down. 
The district last year report­ 
ed an enrollment of 7 311 during 
the first day of school; 
this 
year that number dropped to 7,- 
019 Enrollment in kindergarten 
was down by 73, but according 
to Supt. Richard Kirkendali, it 
was the layoffs in the aerospace 
industry that put the big dent 
into the attendance. 


“Many homes are vacant,” 
he said. 
"And there is very 
little new building going on in 
the 
district. 
We 
are 
getting 
requests for the transfer of re­ 
cords. The requests are coming 
from out of state.” 
He said he hoped that the dis­ 
trict would gain another 150 stu­ 
dents by the end of the month. 
Pomona loo 
It was the same story in Po­ 
rn o n a , 
w h e r e 
enrollment 
dropped from 22,112 last year to 
21,943 this week. 
Asst. 
Supt. 
John Becker said it was the 
first drop in the 20 years he has 
been with the district. 
He said the district hoped to 


gain another 800 students by the 
end of the month. 
At the Ontarto-Montclair Ele­ 
mentary district, the drop was 
the second in as many years, 
although it was not as steep as 
last year. 
Figures 
showed last 
year’s 
beginning enrollment of 17,354 
dropped this year to 17,220, and 
a net loss of 134. Last year, the 
district had lost more than 300 
students. 
Supt. 
Homer 
Briggs 
also 
blamed the slowing birth rate, 
pointing out 
that his district 
was only minimally affected by 
the layoffs in the deiense and 
missile industry.

and bottles at police. 
At least 65 persons were ac­ 
res'ed and more than 50 were 
injured, including 38 officers. 
Two civilians and one deputy 
sheriff were shot by snipers. 
The wounded d e p u t y a n d 
three other deputies injured by 
flying debris were hospitalized 
for observation. 
One of the civilians, Michael 
Lecon, 20, was reported in criti­ 
cal condition at Los Angeles

At one point in the violence, a 
group of youths at the school 
broke up athletic field

chers and hurled chunks at offi­ 
cers. At the park, several ben­ 
ches were set afire and there 
were numerous trash blazes.

CAMP PENDLETON (AP)— The Marine Corps 
offered 31 > miles of its Pacific Ocean training beach 
to the State of California today on a 25-year lease. 
At present, only 353 miles of the state’s 1,072 
miles of coastline is publicly owned. 
The California Department of Parks first asked 
for 4>;, miles of beachland for a public park, but a 
M arine spokesman said the agency has now been 
seeking what Camp Pendleton agrees to make avail­ 
able. 
The strip is imm ediately south of the San Onofre 
nuclear power station. 
“ As a result of continuing negotiations, the state 
on Sept. 2 affirmed that a mutually satisfactory so­ 
lution could be developed which would recognize 
Marine Corps training requirem ents and associated 
helicopter operations by granting the state a lease 
for 31 , miles of coastline,” the Marine spokesman 
said. 
“The Marine Corps believes the present proposal 
will be in the best interests of the public and will 
assist in meeting expanding community needs for 
park and recreation purposes in the Southern Cali­ 
fornia area. 
“ Discussions will begin immediately with state offi­ 
cials to consummate the lease.'

Popular Vote 
Backers Defeated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate supporters of a 
constitutional am endm ent to provide for election of 
the president by direct popular vote failed today to 
get the two-thirds m ajority necessary to cut off de­ 
bate and force tire proposal to a vote. 
The vote for putting the Senate’s debate-closing 
cloture rule into effect was 54 for and 36 against, 6 
short of what was needed. 
Defeat of the move left in doubt the fate of the 
proposed am endm ent, which was approved by the 
House a year ago by a 339-70 vote and endorsed by 
President Nixon. 
M ajority Leader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., who 
initiated the debate cut-off move, said he would de­ 
cide later, after analyzing the vote, whether to ask 
the Senate to shelve the am endm ent and go on to 
other legislation. 
He told newsmen the vote would have to be reason- 
n ibly close to justify a second attem pt to shut off 
the debate, now in its eighth day.

DETROIT (AP) — New car shoppers will find 
sticker prices up an average $153 on 1971 Ford and 
Lincoln-Mercury automobiles when they go on sale

4.6 per cent. If the industry follows suit, this year’s 
jum p would be the highest since an average 7.17 per 
cent on 1957 models.

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Marines Offer 
State Beach 


CAMP PFNDLETON (A P )~ The Marine Corps 
offered 31 
miles of its Pacific Ocean training beach 
to the State of California today on a 25-vear lease. 
At present, only 353 miles of the state’s 1,072 
miles of coastline is publicly owned. 
The California Department of Parks first asked 
for 4' 2 miles of beachland for a public park, but a 
Marine spokesman said the agency has now been 
seeking what Camp Pendleton agrees to make avail­ 
able. 
The strip is immediately south of the San Onofre 
nuclear power station. 
“ As a result of continuing negotiations, the state 
on Sept. 2 affirmed that a mutually satisfacto ry so­ 
lution could be developed which would recognize 
Marine Corps training requirem ents and associated 
helicopter operations by granting the state a lease 
for 3U miles of coastline,” the M arine spokesman 
said 
“The Marine Corps believes the present proposal 
will be in the best interests of the public and will 
assist in meeting expanding community needs tor 
park and recreation purposes in the Southern Cali­ 
fornia area. 
“ Discussions will begin immediately with state offi­ 
cials to consummate the lease.” 


Popular Vote 
Backers Defeated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate supporters of a 
constitutional am endment to provide for election of 
the president by direct popular vote failed todav to 
get the two-thirds majority necessary to cut off de­ 
bate and force the proposal to a vote. 
The vote for putting the Senate’s debate-closing 
cloture rule into effect was 54 for and 36 against, 6 
short of what was needed. 


Defeat of the move left in doubt the fate of the 
proposed amendment, which was approved by the 
House a year ago by a 339-70 vote and endorsed by 
President Nixon. 


M ajority Leader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., who 
initiated the debate cut-off move, said he would de­ 
cide later, after analyzing the vote, whether to ask 
the Senate to shelve the amendment and go on to 
other legislation. 


He told newsmen the vot** would have to be reason- 
nably close to justify a second attem pt to shut off 
the debate, now in its eighth day.
